Restoring Peace to the World 


The cyes of the he world are focus3: sd 
on Paris where the :ezding statesme. 
of the civilized nations are deliberat- 
ing in the Peace Conference, endeav- 
oring ‘2 reach solutions of the mary 
great problems confronting mankind, 
solutions which must be found if lay 
ing peace is to be attained and the 
interests of all people adequately: 
safeguarded. The British Empire, and 
Canada as a-nation within the .Em- 
pire, is represented in the .Peacc 
Conference and with the deliberations 
in the French capital it.is not- ou: 
intention to deal. The question to 
which the attention of ‘the people of 
Western Canada may, however, he 
directed -is what part, if any, they 
are yet called upon to play in making 
the world safe for democracy. 

‘The .genera] tenor of all. reports 
from Paris is to the effect that the 
most difficult of all problems. con- 
fronting the Allies is not how to decal 
with our enemies of the past four nd 
a half years, nor is-it how to adjust 
in <- amicable and satisfactory. man- 
ner the opposing interests and claims 
of the Allies, difficult as these may 
be... The pitstandigs problem - vhicl 
gives rise to keen: anxiety’ in u 
countries is how to check discont nt, 
Bolshevism, anarchy, which is sprea 1- 
ing from Russia into many count ies, 
partic: ‘arly in Europe. 

Can the people of Western Canada 
do anything to assist in this «reat 
task? Apparently they can do much 
if President Wilson and the Allied 
leaders now in conference in Paris 
have sized up the situation correctly 
They have come to the conclusion 

that just as the provision of an adc- 
quate supply-of food was a prime cs- 
sential to winning the war, so is 
food supply the keystone to the re- 
establishment of order and good gov- 
ernment throughout the world. Peo- 
ple wlo are hungry and _ starving, 
and suffering all the distress 
lack of food means, cannot be rea- 
soned with. nor controlled. Lack of 
food to sustain life encourages law-

Nobody understands the. farmer's 
own business as well as the farmer 
himself, and we know. of no class in 
all Canada which has) been more 
quick to respond to‘all the calls’ sf 
duty and patriotism than the men on 
the land.

Bolsheviki: Now on Offensive Against 
Four Columns of Allies and 
Russians —_ 

Archangel. — The Bolsheviki are 
now.on the offensive with infantry or 
artillery, or both, against tour of the 
seven, thin columns of the allics and 
Russians which have penetrated south- 
ward through the frozen forest 
swamps of the province of Archangel. 
The enemy entered Shenkursk, 
while the tired column of Americans, 
Russians and British, which have 
evacuated Shenkursk, marched in a 
roundabout way over the deep snow 
en the road, evading a force of sev- 
eral hundred of the enemy ‘who wait- 
ed on the main high road to trap the 
column in its retreat. 
In - good spirits, despite long 
marches in the cold and.ten days of 
hard fighting, the troops of the allied 
forces. were at Shegovari, approxi- 
matcly thirty miles north of Shen- 
kursk on the Vaga river. The enemy 
apparently is sending patrols to fol- 
low the retreating troops, but no new 
attacks had becn made on this eec- 
tor.

Berlin, — State Secretary Erzbere- 
er, in response to-2 r-quest by a U.S. 
correspondent, gave the following 
statement regarding the conditions or 
the armistice. from th: German point 
of view.. The German people have of 
late been showing increased interest 
in the proceedings at Treves while 
hitherto the armistice conference has, 
been somewhat overshadowed by the 
uncertain political. conditions, 

“The German people,” said Herr 
Erzberger, “expected that the armis- 
tice would be a short transition per 
tod leading to & peace of right based 
upon President Wilson's fourteen 
points, They were entitled to this 
hope -because before the determina- 
tlon of the armistice conditions in 
answer to Mr, Wilson’s enquiry all 
the allied governments had agreed t» 
the fourteen points. So far this hope 
has been fruitless. More than two 
months of the armistice period have 
passed without one of these hopes 


being realized and we do not kno7, 


when Germany can enter into nego- 
tiations for a preliminary peace. At 
the same time there {ts a disappear 
ance more and more in the confidence 
of the German neople in a peace. of 
right, .

A tendency on the part of business 
men to hold. back new enterprises in 
expectation of lower:.°commodity 
3 inion of Joseph E. Otis, vice-presi- 
dent -and-acting head of the Central 
Trust company of Illinois. 

“T have no sympathy.for the-man 
who. is sitting back awa‘ ing lower 
prices,”: said Mr, Otis, “The people 
who-are walling. a drastic. decline in 
prices aren’t going to get it; they ac 
going to get left. In other words, I 


immediate and. drastic - decline ~ in 
comm-dity prices. There is a world- 
wide scarcity of many “materials, and 
production costs <are-going to con- 
tinue abnormally high, 

"We have had perhaps “a ‘certain 
amount of inflasion. To the extent 
that present high prices’are due t 
that-cause, morcover, <we. tan expect 
no imr diate decline. The process of 
“deflatioti will be gradual: 

“If we were all to tivld, back await- 
ing lower prices we’ should produce 
conditions of a-sort that:would bene- 
ifit no one. It is the duly of business 
to go ahead and seize the opportuni- 
tics. now awaiting.” If. a manufac- 
turer were to defer building needed 
additions to his plant\in the hope ol 
securing. a lower construction cost wt 
some indefinite time in the future, he 
probably “would los¢ more profit on 
goods which he might have been pro- 
ducing and selling in the meantime 
ithan. he will save on cheaper con- 
struction costs.” :
